year, two years or five years. A military autocracy that seeks 
to dominate the world by brute force must and will be made 
to bite fhe dust, no mailer how long a lime, how many men 
or how many billions it may take fo do if. 


If the German leaders are half as shrewd as they are re- 


puted lo be they cannot fail fo see the handwriting on the wall. 
II is plain lo the rest of the world that (heir dream of world 
dominion is lo be mercilessly shattered, and it will soon be 
made plain lo them. The end may not be in sight, but there 
can be no cloubi as lo what the end will be. And when it 
comes the United States will have'lhe'credit, the honor and the
